LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics,  the  health  of  the  community 
is  good. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  whooping  cough 
and  measles  was  19,  whilst  the  latter  accounted  for  35  notified.  The 
notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  numbered  56  for  this  year, 
with  5 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1 from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  birth  rate  remained  consistently  high  at  19.81 
per  thousand  population  and  the  death  rate  low  at  10.11  per  thousand 
population.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  later  on  in  this  report, 
this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of  15.88  and  death  rate  of  12.35  for 
all  urban  districts  in  the  country. 


The  diseases  causing  death  in  early  life  are  constantly  dim- 
inishing. The  statistics  show  that  the  main  causes  of  death  are  cardio- 
vascular disease  between  the  ages  of  50-60  years  and  cancer.  Death 
from  pneumonia  is  an  extremely  rare  event,  owing  to  the  use  of  anti- 
biotics. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  of  the  Urban  Area  of  Caerphilly 
i.e.  children  under  1 year  is  35.57  per  thousand  live  births.  The 
figures  for  the  Administrative  County  are  32.11  and  for  England  and 
Wales  25.5.  The  comparable  neo-natal  rate  i.e.,  for  children  under 
four  weeks  is  23.26  per  thousand  live  births  for  the  County  and  17.7 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

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GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County 
Lrboratories,  Cardiff. 

24  Water  Samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  analysis,  12  Ice-Cream  Samples  and  samples  from  the 
Nelson  Sewage  Works  effluent.  Of  the  milk  samples,  32  were 
submitted  for  general  examination  and  32  samples  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli,  and  in  one  case  was  tubercle  bacilli  found  during 
the  year. 

FOOD  AND  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion  of  the  area, 
the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water 
Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority  of  the  Taff  Fechan  Water 
Board.  The  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Rhondda  and  Ystrad 
fodwg  Water  Board. 

T he  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large  part  of  the 
area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Rivers  and  Streams  still  remain  polluted  owing  to  the 
activites  of  Colliery  Washeries.

A Register  is  kept  of  Producers  and  Retailers  and  there  is 
one  of  the  former  and  96  of  the  latter  in  the  area,  one  of  whom  is  a 
Wholesale  Manuafcturer.

GENERAL  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Pontypridd 
and  Rhondda  Sewerage  Board  provide  means  for  collection  and  dis- 
p(  sal  of  sewage,  except  at  Nelson,  where  it  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
Sewage  Works. 

It  is  a matter  for  comment  that  the  effluent  has  been  satisfactory 
for  very  many  years  and  in  its  small  way,  the  working  is  obviously 
most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  25  cesspools  were  cleansed  and  disinfected. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Cardiff  Corporation  who  placed 
at  cur  disposal,  their  ejector.  This  was  proved  most  valuable. 


SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  two  Swimming  Pools  in  the  area  used  extensively 
by -the  public  and  school  children,  namely.  Swimming  Pool  at  the 
Morgan  Jones  Park,  Caerphilly,  and  the  Llanbradach  Swimming 
Poo],  which  is  privately  owned. 

The  analyses,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically  of  the 
Municipal  Swimming  Pools  in  the  Morgan  Jones  Park  have  been 
invariably  satisfactory.  The  chlorination  is  so  controlled,  that  there 
is  always  a satisfactory  residual  amount. 


The  analyses  of  the  Llanbradach  Pool  cannot  show  the  same 
standardised  result,  but,  nevertheless,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory 
and  many  minor  alterations  necessary  in  chlorination  have  been  carried 
out  in  this  Swimming  Pool,  under  the  direction  of  your  Inspectors.
